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LACK OF CARE 

101 -year-old left with deep wound untreated for two days

A 101-year-old woman who 
suffered a serious head wound 
after falling out of bed at a failing 
nursing home was not taken to 
hospital, or seen by a doctor, for 
two days. 

Jessie Keys, from Carshalton, 
who has lived at Firtree House 
Nursing Home, in Banstead, 



for three-and-a-half years, is in 
Epsom Hospital while a safe¬ 
guarding investigation is conduct¬ 
ed by social services and the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) into 
why it took so long for her to be 
admitted. 

In an inspection in November, 
the CQC rated the home as 
“inadequate overall”. 

Her great niece Kim Clements, 
47, also from Carshalton, said she 
had been told Miss Keys was 
found on the floor of her room by 
Firtree’s staff at 6.15am on May 18. 

She said: “She fell out of 
bed on Monday. They 
phoned my mother 
to say she had a 
scratch on her 
head. 

“She had a 
big gash in her 
head. 

“The ma¬ 
tron said they 
phoned an 
out-of-hours 
doctor who said 
she would not be 
coming out, but 
could visit on 
Wednesday. 

“I thought they 
would have phoned an 
ambulance straight 
away. 

“On Wednesday morning 
the doctor came and said she 
needed to go to hospital.

“The matron said they should 
have got help earlier. 

“She said the nurse [involved] 
had been severely reprimanded.” 

Miss Clements said her great 
aunt has experienced no other 
major problems during her time 
at Firtree. 

In October, the home was placed 
under police investigation after 
another resident, Frank West, 86, 
was admitted to Epsom Hospital, 
having fallen out of bed and sus¬ 
taining a head injury. 

He died in hospital 11 days later 
of natural causes. 

Asked for an explanation, Salim 
Jiwa, owner of Firtree, told the 
newspaper it should call the 
nursing home and speak to the 
matron, who he named only as 
Denise. 

He later added: “An investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing and there is no 
other comment at the moment.” 

Of Firtree’s 23 residents, 13 are 


funded by Surrey County Council 
(SCC) and four by Sutton Council 
- including Miss Keys. 

A SCC spokesman said it had 
asked the home to complete an 
internal investigation in the next 
28 days. 

A Sutton Council spokesman 
said it was awaiting the outcome 
of SCC’s investigation. 

A follow-up CQC inspection was 
conducted in March, but the find¬ 
ings have not yet been published. 

A CQC spokesman said it was 
aware of the incident involving 
Miss Keys, but was not able to 
comment. 

Tom Hurst, 61, from Epsom, a 
relative of a another Firtree resi¬ 
dent, said it has made significant 
progess and his main frustration 
is the CQC’s delay in publishing 
inspection reports. 

The CQC spokesman said he ex¬ 
pected Firtree’s latest inspection 
report to be published this month.

make difficult decisions this 
year? Yes,” he said. 

“Are we going to have to do 
some things that are unpopu¬ 
lar, like put up car parking 
charges? Almost certainly. 

“Are we determined to bal¬ 
ance the books? Yes - because 
being financially sustainable 
is how we will continue to be 
successful and be able to do 
the right things for our popu¬ 
lations. We won’t make the 
case for new buildings if the 
hospital is in big financial 
deficit.” 

Mr Elkeles said the trust is 
“working constructively”

But he added the two par¬ 
ties would not be attempting 
to balance their own books by 
“passing the deficit back and

The chief executive said: 
“We have several proposals 
about how we can do work for 
them which will reduce their 
cost because we will either 
do work they are currently 
sending to another provider 
that is costing them more 
money, or we will find ways 
of reducing our own costs to 
them. 

“Epsom and St Helier poli¬ 
cy is not going to bankrupt 
Surrey Downs CCG.” 


Unpopular proposals: Epsom 


Increasing car parking 
charges is one of a number of 
“unpopular decisions” that 
will need to be taken by 
Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals to meet the “huge” finan¬ 
cial challenge they still 
face, according to their chief 
executive. 

Although it was the only 
hospital trust in south-west 
London at the end of the last 
financial year to post a sur¬ 
plus - £79,000, a massive 
improvement on the £7.4m 
deficit recorded the year

before - Daniel Elkeles said it 
is “by no means certain that 
we will break even this year”. 

Mr Elkeles said: “The fi¬ 
nancial challenge is huge. 

“It’s a huge, huge effort to 
do it. 

“And it’s an even bigger ef¬ 
fort because we won’t, don’t, 
do it at the cost of compro¬ 
mising patient care. 

“The NHS as a whole is not 
in a great financial position 
and most acute trusts like us 
are finding it very hard to 
balance the books.” 

He said the hospitals will 
have to make “hard choices 
about what to invest in” dur¬ 
ing the next year.

HUNT RULES 
OUT CASH 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
has ruled out spending money 
on new hospitals in south¬ 
west London, according to 
Epsom’s MP. 

In last week’s newspaper, 
the trust’s chief executive 
Daniel Elkeles said another 
cost-cutting NHS review, a 
successor to Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV), will 
begin in the autumn and the 
hospitals are conducting a 
review of their buildings 
because “the underpinning 
analysis” of BSBV has not 
gone away. 

But Chris Grayling said a 
“super-hospital” to replace 
Epsom and St Helier will not 
happen. 

Mr Grayling said: “When this 
all blew up during the general 
election, Jeremy Hunt was 
very clear the Government 
was not going to spend any 
money on building new 
hospitals in south-west 
London. 

“Epsom and St Helier Trust 
should do what it said it was 
going to do two months ago 
and look at integration be¬ 
tween community, primary 
and mental healthcare to 
make things more affordable.” 

Asked about Mr Elkeles’ ex¬ 
planation of why the build¬ 
ings review was taking place, 
Mr Grayling said: “There’s a 
saying - when in a hole, stop 
digging. 

“It seems he still has his 
spade.” 


Cost-cutting review of health provision to be published this month 


Another radical cost-cutting 
review of hospital services, 
but also GP and community 
services across south-west 
London and Surrey, is set to 
publish a report this month. 

GP groups, who now hold 
the purse strings for all NHS 
care, have been looking 
around Epsom, St Helier, St 
George’s, Kingston and Croy¬ 
don, to improve services, save 
money and stave off a loom¬ 
ing NHS financial crisis. 



An “issues paper” is expect¬ 
ed toward the end of June, ac¬ 
cording to the organisation 
running the review on behalf 
of GPs - South West London 
Collaborative Commission¬ 
ing (SWLCC). 

Last time around, accident 
and emergency (A&E) and 


maternity units were under 
threat of closure as part of 
plans to tackle a rising de¬ 
mand for healthcare, a short¬ 
age of specialist staff, and a 
predicted shortfall of £210m 
in the region’s budgets over 
the next five years. 

The next stage of the re¬ 
view was revealed last week 
by Daniel Elkeles, the chief 
executive of St Helier and 
Epsom Hospitals. 

Campaigners raised their 


fears, despite the review 
being careful to avoid leading 
to the impression of an in¬ 
evitable closure or dow¬ 
ngrading of any hospitals. 

Susan Ash, of campaigning 
groups Keep Our St Helier 
Hospital (KOSHH) and the 
National Health Action Party 
for Sutton and Cheam, said: 
“We did not believe the threat 
had gone away. Daniel Elke¬ 
les is still saying put the plac¬ 
ards away. 


“If they are already plan¬ 
ning the closure of Epsom 
and St Helier, it is time to get 
the placards out.” 

A spokeswoman denied its 
work was a “successor to 
BSBV”, but said SWLCC had 
replaced BSBV. 

She said: “The NHS faces a 
number of challenges in the 
years ahead and the six CCGs 
have been working together 
with NHS England on a long 
term plan to overcome these 


challenges and to improve 
the quality of our services. 

“We are working with hos¬ 
pitals, trusts, GPs and others 
to plan the imple- mentation 
of our strategy and what it 
could mean in practice for 
each part of the local NHS. 

“Of course, if our discus¬ 
sions lead to proposals for 
major service change, then 
we would carry out a full 
public consultation before 
making any changes.” 
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Antisocial people to be 
struck off housing list

Radical plans to toughen-up 
the system for allocating so¬ 
cial housing have been drawn 
up by the borough council. 

Under the proposals, people 
with no connection to Epsom, 
who owe rent, earn decent 
wages or have a recent history 
of antisocial behaviour will 
be struck off its housing 
register. 

At the moment families on 
the waiting list are given 
points according to their hous¬ 
ing need, but the new system 
would put them in different 
bands instead. 

Epsom Council, who is ask¬ 
ing for people’s views on the 


proposals, says it wants to 
make best use of the bor¬ 
ough’s limited housing stock 
run by housing associations. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Some households, those in 
greatest need and who meet 
the new criteria, will be in a 
better position - that is one of 
the fundamental reasons for 
the proposed change. 

“Others, eg, those in suitable 
accommodation they simply 
do not like, may find them¬ 
selves having to wait longer 
for alternate accommodation. 

“There will be some (eg, 
those who earn over a certain 
amount or who do not have a 
local connection) who will be 
removed from the housing 
needs register.” 

Changes to homelessness 
legislation mean that local 


authorities no longer have to 
make housing register open to 
everyone. 

Under the new scheme, ap¬ 
plicants must have lived in the 
borough for two years or have 
good reasons why they need to 
live near family in Epsom. 

The register would not in¬ 
clude people with “sufficient” 
income, savings and assets. 
This would include single peo¬ 
ple with an annual income of 
£25,000 or more or couples 
with an income of £45,000 as 
well as people with £16,000 in 
savings. 

Injured or bereaved mem¬ 
bers of the Armed Forces may 
be eligible for “special 
treatment”. 

At present homeless people 
living in temporary accommo¬ 
dation can bid for a number of 


properties. But under the new 
scheme, they would be 
made “one suitable offer of 
accommodation”. 

There is an extremely high 
demand for social housing 
with more than 2,500 house¬ 
holds on the housing register. 

Only 120 properties on aver¬ 
age become available each 
year. 

At the end of last year there 
were 70 families in emergency 
temporary accommodation 
and there are a rising number 
of homeless people in “priori¬ 
ty need”.

Echoes of a bygone era 


Medieval battles, falconry 
and the smell of cooking 
transported families back to 
the reign of King John on 
Saturday. 

Knights, archers and vil¬ 
lagers entertained several 
hundred people at the Echoes 
of the Past re-enactment in 
Rosebery Park, Epsom. 

Children picked up swords 
and shields and also got a 
close-up look at birds of prey 
as performers recreated life 


under King John who signed 
the Magna Carta 800 years 
ago. 

The day was organised by 
Bourne Hall Museum and 
Historia Normannis society, 
which brings history to life in 
exciting ways. 

During the preparations 
the park’s flagpole, used to fly 
its Green Flag, was knocked 
down by a reversing lorry but 
the council said it is working 
on getting it replaced. 
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Plans to re-open an empty 
prison have repeatedly been 
delayed due to problems in re¬ 
cruiting prison officers, a 
newly published report has 
found. 

But the Government has de¬ 
nied this and claimed there 
are “no imminent plans” to re¬ 
open Downview, because 
“there is enough space in ex¬ 
isting prisons”. 

The Banstead jail was closed 
as a women’s prison in Octo¬ 
ber 2013, with the Ministry 
of Justice earmarking it to 


become a closed category C 
and D jail for men. 

But, a year-and-a-half on, it 
is still sitting unused - despite 
concerns about an overcrowd¬ 
ing crisis across the country’s 
prisons. 

In a report published last 
month on Downview by the In¬ 
dependent Monitoring Board 
(IMB), covering January to 
December 2014, inspectors 
concluded that “difficulty in 
recruiting and training suffi¬ 
cient prison officers” meant it 
was uncertain when the jail 
would re-open. 

As part of then Justice Sec¬ 
retary Chris Grayling’s re¬ 
forms to introduce a more 
efficient prison regime in 2013, 


the Government cut prison 
staff - with more taking 
voluntary redundancy than it 
expected. 

The IMB report said: “Early 
in 2014, it became apparent the 
re-opening date was unlikely 
to be before June 2014 and the 
date has subsequently been 
delayed three more times. 

“The reasons given for de¬ 
lays were unexpectedly high 
numbers of officers accepting 
the [Government’s] voluntary 
early departure scheme terms 
and the nationwide difficulty 
in recruiting and training suf¬ 
ficient prison officers.” 

The report said most of 
Downview’s prison officers 
had been relocated to other 


London prisons “to help 
overcome localised staff 
shortages”. 

A Prison Service spokesman 
said: “There are no imminent 
plans to reopen Downview as 
there is enough space in exist¬ 
ing prisons. 

“A successful campaign has 
led to the Prison Service re¬ 
cruiting more than 1,700 new 
prison officers.” 

But, according to the 
Howard League for penal re¬ 
form, 8,681 inmates are this 
week being held above the cer¬ 
tified normal accommodation 
level - the Prison Service’s 
measure of how many prison¬ 
ers can be held in decent and 
safe accommodation. 


Walker appalled by 
litter at park’s pond 


A dog walker spent half-an- 
hour picking up rubbish and 
broken glass at a beautiful 
nature reserve last week. 

Jo Luke contacted this 
newspaper after being “dis¬ 
gusted” by the mess left at a 
pond in Horton Country Park 
on Tuesday, May 26. 

Mrs Luke said: “The pond 
was full of lager bottles and 
broken glass, so the dogs 
were unable to take their 
usual paddle. 

“It is such a beautiful place 
and it was terrible to see the 
mess. 

“Where were the rangers? 
Why are these people allowed 


to get away with this?” 

Mrs Luke said she has spo¬ 
ken to rangers about the fact 
that people often go fishing in 
the country park and leave 
mess behind. 

An Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man said rangers visit the 
county park every day, clear 
up litter and ask anyone fish¬ 
ing there to leave as it is 
banned. 

He said: “However, it only 
takes one person to spoil it 
for other users. Kudos to the 
lady for picking up the litter.” 

He also noted that dogs are 
not allowed to swim in the na¬ 
ture reserve ponds.

The general manager organising 
this year’s Derby admitted he 
sometimes wakes up at night in a 
panic as the event approaches. 

General manager Simon Dur¬ 
rant, 42, who lives in West Ewell 
and used to come to the Derby as 
a boy, said: “The team starts to 
run on adrenaline after a while. 
We build up to it. 

“Certainly the month of May, 
it’s all hands to the pump. It’s im¬ 
pressive how much of a team at¬ 
mosphere we retain and it needs 
that strong team.” 

He said there are 30 team mem¬ 
bers there throughout the year, 
then about 150 in the run-up to 


the Derby, and a couple of thou¬ 
sand people for the historic event 
itself. 

As the big day nears, he said: 
“It’s fairly common for me to 


wake up and think ‘have I remem¬ 
bered whatever it might be’. Nor¬ 
mally, it’s something to do with 
signage or car parking. It’s good 
fun - hard work, but great fun.”

The Duchess stand at Epsom 
Racecourse is wearing a “hair¬ 
net” to protect spectators at the 
Derby this week - two-and-a-half 
years after part of its roof first 
blew off. 

High winds ripped off a section 
of the roof on Christmas Eve 
2013, throwing aluminium and 
insulation across the Downs. 

The embarrassing incident was 
the second time the roof of the 
£23.5m building - only completed 
in 2009 - had failed. 

A year earlier, “freak” winds 
ripped away panels and insula¬ 
tion from the roof, which is cov¬ 
ered wth a skin of metal no 
thicker than a credit card. 

The roof is now covered with 
protective netting as a tempo¬ 
rary measure, which general 
manager Simon Durrant re¬ 
ferred to as its “hairnet” during 
an interview last week. 


He said: “The hairnet does pro¬ 
vide us with the confidence that, 
should we experience those 
severely high winds, we would 
remain unaffected.” 

Last year, Willmott Dixon, the 
company that built the roof, 
promised to use its “best people” 
to ensure it does not happen a 
third time. 

The “hairnet” was quietly put 
on the building last March while 
investigations into the roofing 
failures continued. 

Mr Durrant said he had used 
leading experts to design and in¬ 
stall the device and was confi¬ 
dent it was robust and ensured 
the safety of visitors. 

Asked what was being done to 
provide a permanent solution, 
Mr Durrant said: “To be fair, the 
fixings have not taken place yet 
because they want to make sure 
it doesn’t happen again. 

“So, the myriad of architects 
and engineers are going through 
that process now to put together 
the plan that says it can’t happen 
again.”

Plans to turn a derelict park 
keeper’s lodge into a vets were 
approved in a knife-edge vote 
last week. 

Six councillors on Epsom’s 
planning committee voted to 
permit the Nonsuch Park 
plans, but five others voted 
against it - with the chairman 
casting the decisive vote. 

The delighted veterinary 
practice welcomed the deci¬ 
sion, while thwarted cam¬ 
paigners accused councillors 
of going against council poli¬ 
cies and claimed “it was not 
the end of the story”. 

Wingrave Veterinary Surg¬ 
eries plans to build an exten¬ 
sion with a two-bedroom flat 
above, nine parking spaces 
and an access way on to Lon¬ 
don Road, Stoneleigh. 

Opponents argued that the 
vets would destroy wildlife 
habitat, increase traffic and 
set a precedent for renting or 
selling off parts of the park. 

But council officers recom¬ 
mended approval saying the 
vets would bring the lodge 
back into use and safeguard 
the “conservation and land¬ 
scape value” of its grounds. 

Resident Peter Grinham, 
who spoke against the plans 
during the meeting, said: “I 
can assure you this is far from 
over. 


“It is an extremely sad day 
for Nonsuch Park when a 
legal precedent was created 
by the Epsom Council plan¬ 
ning committee. 

“They narrowly voted to 
grant this application for a 
commercial operation to op¬ 
erate within Nonsuch Park. 

“It was split five to five 
and the chairman voted with 
the application so it was 
approved.” 

Nic Dodds, owner of 


Wingrave Veterinary Surg¬ 
eries, said: “We are delighted 
to have our plans approved 
for the London Road lodge 
site and look forward contin¬ 
uing to support our clients in 
this area and creating long¬ 
term employment opportuni¬ 
ties for local people. 

“We believe this is a great 
opportunity to improve the 
site and meet the needs of the 
local community while fur¬ 
ther enhancing the park and 


protecting the environment. 

“Our first steps will be to 
continue to work closely 
with the team of professional 
ecologists to ensure the 
conservation of the plant and 
animal life in the area 
prior to any building work 
commencing.” 

Planning lawyer Mina 
Rhodes, whose husband is a 
practice partner at Maven 
Vets in Cheam, said the 
planning application was 
contrary to open space 
and heritage conservation 
policies. 

Mrs Rhodes said: “We are 
disappointed. It is regrettable 
to see the council saw fit to ig¬ 
nore its own policy in grant¬ 
ing permission for something 
that is wholly inappropriate 
for the site.” 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “The decision to ap¬ 
prove the application for 
change of use of the lodge 
building at Nonsuch Park 
to a veterinary practice 
was taken in full acknowl¬ 
edgement of the council’s 
policies. 

“Members considered that, 
on balance, the use was ap¬ 
propriate taking all the plan¬ 
ning material factors into 
account. 

“A range of conditions 
were agreed that will ensure 
that the development is im¬ 
plemented in a manner that 
is sensitive to the park and 
its environs.”

Crackdown on mobile phone motorists 


Motorists using mobile phones 
while driving have been the tar¬ 
get of extra police officers on 
Surrey’s streets. 

Extra units have been looking 
specifically for drivers making 
calls, texting or browsing the 
web while on the roads, from 
May 23. 

In the first four months of this 
year, 547 people in Sussex and 


598 people in Surrey were caught 
driving while using mobiles. 

If officers can prove you were 
driving dangerously while using 
your phone you could be banned 
from driving and jailed for up to 
two years. 

Chief Inspector Phil Nicholas 
said: “If you use your phone 
while you are behind the wheel 
you deliberately choose not to 


pay full attention to driving. 

“If you need to use your phone, 
pull over and stop. 

“Gambling with safety by 
using your phone at the wheel 
could cost you a fine, or cost 
someone their life.”

Schoolboy arrested 
after nine bin blazes 


A 12-year-old boy has been 
arrested on suspicion of 
arson after a spate of bin 
fires. 

Police arrested the boy after 
being called to the latest bin 
fire in Sefton Road, Ewell, at 
6pm on Tuesday. He has been 
released on bail until July 20 
as the investigation continues. 

A spokesman at Epsom fire 
station said they have been 
called to about nine bin and 
rubbish fires in the area since 
Tuesday, April 28. 

He said: “We keep getting 
called to the same area. 

“Our worry is that is the 
next thing that gets burnt is 
something bigger.” 

Last week Sergeant Joe Bar¬ 
ney, from Epsom and Ewell 
safer neighbourhood team, 
said: “We are aware of resi¬ 
dents’ concerns regarding 
recent antisocial behaviour 


and a number of bin fires 
around the Longmead Centre 
in the last few weeks. 

”We understand just how 
much an impact this can have 
on people’s quality of life and 
is something they shouldn’t 
have to endure. We are also 
working hard with local resi¬ 
dents and have stepped up 
patrols in the area. 

“Deliberately setting fire to 
bins commits resources from 
Surrey Fire and Rescue 
Service when they could be 
better deployed elsewhere. 

“We are committed to tack¬ 
ling this issue and finding out 
who is responsible. 

“I would encourage anyone 
who has concerns or witness¬ 
es any criminal or antisocial 
behaviour to report it 
immediately.”

‘Hazardous’ 
cycle path 
sparks fear

The construction of a cycle 
path from Epsom Common to 
the town centre has sparked 
outrage among residents 
living along part of the route. 

The residents of West Hill, 
Epsom, have raised serious 
concerns after workmen 
started to build the path, 
which will be shared by 
cyclists and pedestrians, last 
month. 

Samantha Bryant, from 
West Hill, said workmen are 
“ripping out green space” 
and grass verges in order to 
make way for the cycle path 
through the conservation 
area. 

Ms Bryant said: “They are 
digging up the road outside 
my house. They are installing 
a cycle path that as far as I’m 
concerned is very hazardous.” 

Peter Baines, from West 
Hill, believes the cycle path 
will go along the B280 from 
Epsom Common and the 
Noble Park development all 
the way to Epsom station. 

Mr Baines said: “Where the 
footpath becomes too narrow, 
they are going to put up signs 
saying ‘cyclists please dis¬ 
mount’ and expect cyclists to 
get off their bikes. 

“I don’t believe that’s going 
to work.” 

With driveways backing on 
to West Hill, and he said: 
"There could well be an acci¬ 
dent between emerging mo¬ 
torists and cyclists riding too 
fast on the cycle way." 

Another resident Steve 
Barnes said they have not 


been notified or consulted 
about the construction of the 
cycle path and raised 
concerns over its layout. 

Mr Barnes said the 
works demonstrated a “com¬ 
plete lack of regard to the fu¬ 
ture safety of users of the 
path once constructed and 
total lack of regard to the 
conservation area”. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said when house¬ 
builder Linden Homes was 
given planning permission 
for a development, it was also 
“told to build” a cycle path. 

He said: “We commissioned 
the cycle path, but the devel¬ 
opers, Linden Homes, are the 
ones who are paying for, and 
doing the work. 

’’The cycle path is being 
built to encourage people to 
cycle into Epsom town centre 
and give them a safe route for 
them to get to shops, school, 
the train station and work.” 

He said they carried out a 
saftey audit, work started in 
November and construction 
is scheduled to finish within 
the next month. 

A spokesman for Epsom 
Council said the footway and 
cycle path falls within the 
public highway and has 
been designed by the county 
council. 

He said the borough coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee re¬ 
quired its construction in 
principle as part of the West 
Park hospital site redevelop¬ 
ment approved in 2007. 

At the same time, he said 
work is also taking place to 
restore to the existing Epsom 
Common paths, which have 
deteriorated quite badly in 
some areas. 
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General set to give 
talk on his career

The former head of the Army 
who has said the Government 
must consider sending ground 
troops into Iraq and Syria to 
fight IS is to give a talk in Ewell 
next week. 

General Lord Dannatt will be 
speaking about his life at the free 
annual event at St Mary’s 
Church. 

He was appointed Chief of the 
General Staff in 2006, a post he 
held for three years during 
which time he spoke out in 
favour of better pay and condi¬ 
tions for soldiers and for a draw¬ 
down of operations in Iraq to 
bolster efforts in Afghanistan. 

He had a glittering military ca¬ 
reer that saw him win an MC 
during the Troubles in Northern 
Ireland before suffering a major 
stroke in 1977. 

He was persuaded to stay in 
uniform and went on to com¬ 
mand his regiment, the Green 
Howards, before being promoted 
to command the Army. 

A committed Christian 
throughout his life, the 64-year- 
old is currently Constable of the 
Tower of London, where a cas¬ 
cade of poppies marked the

centenary of World War I last 
year. 

He has also been vice-president 
of the Armed Forces’ Christian 
Union since 1998 and president 
of the Soldiers’ and Airmen’s 
Scripture Readers Association 
since 1999. 

Writing in the Daily Mail news¬ 
paper at the weekend, Lord Dan¬ 
natt said the Government must 
“think the previously unthink¬ 
able” and consider putting boots 
on the ground in Iraq and Syria. 

He said: “We have now reached 
a point when we must think the 
previously unthinkable and con¬ 
sider that British troops, acting 
as part of an international coali¬ 
tion, may be required to mount a 
ground campaign in Iraq and 
Syria. 

“I am no gung-ho general who 
says ‘Just send the boys in and 


don’t worry about the body 
bags’, far from it, but faced with 
such a lethal and uncompromis¬ 
ing enemy as IS - and with the 
lack of political and diplomatic 
solutions at our disposal - we 
can no longer rule out ‘boots on 
the ground’. 

“What I am calling for today is 
for a public and political debate 
to begin immediately.” 

The Rev Russell Dewhurst, 
vicar at St Mary’s Chuch, said he 
is sure Lord Dannatt’s lecture at 
St Mary’s will be very popular. 

He added: “We are extremely 
fortunate that such a well- 
known and respected figure as 
Lord Dannatt has agreed to come 
and give St Mary’s annual lec¬ 
ture this year. 

“The very large attendances at 
our Remembrance Sunday ser¬ 
vices show how many people 
value the opportunity to reflect 
on the issues around war and the 
armed forces in a Christian 
context.” 

Leading from the Front - the 
title of his autobiography - is the 
second annual St Mary’s lecture 
and will be held at 8pm on 
Wednesday, June 10, at St Mary’s 
Church, London Road KT17 2AY, 
in Ewell.

Rat running motorists simply 
ruining green link to Downs 


One of the things that makes liv¬ 
ing in Epsom so great is easy ac¬ 
cess to the Downs - and one of the 
best ways of accessing the Downs 
is by Chalk Lane. It is, for most of 
the day, a haven for horse-riders, 
walkers, runners and cyclists. At 
both ends of Chalk Lane there are 
clear signs that the road is to be 
used by motor vehicles “for ac¬ 
cess only”. There are also gates at 
each end to slow the traffic and 
protect vulnerable users. 

Unfortunately, during most of 
the rush hour mornings, an 


increasing number of ratrun¬ 
ning, inconsiderate motorists per¬ 
sist in using Chalk Lane and fail 
to close the gates, despite the 
clear signs, in order to save a few 
seconds of their time.

Problems with parking getting worse 


I am just reading your article in 
the recent edition (Residents’

The problem is twofold.

With Swail 
House just 100 metres from the 
event (where about 48 people with 
sight loss live), it seems an 
incredible omission on the part of 
the organisers not to make a 
reasonable adjustment in the 
entrance fee. The fact people so 
affected, would not receive a 
similar experience of the whole 
event as those who are not, ought 
to have triggered an adjustment. 

It is not about getting a “freebie”, 
but about acknowledging a deficit 
in the contract between what the 
event offers and the ability of 
paying visitors to fully enjoy and 
benefit from the event.

Barely a month goes by when the 
property sector isn't impacted in 
some way by proposed new legisla¬ 
tion, schemes and apparent incen¬ 
tives. 

Already this year we've witnessed 
debates around the impact that 
pension freedom will have on the 
buy-to-let market and proposals 
for the introduction of a 'help to 
buy ISA'. Yet it was the general 
election, just one month ago, that 
was always going to steal the lime¬ 
light. 

Now, with a majority government 
in place and the Queen's Speech 
having been delivered, we're in a 
better position to analyse what's in 
store for property and housing in 
the coming weeks and months. 

In short, there are three main 
measures to take notice of: 

The Housing Bill will see the 
Right-to-Buy scheme, best 
known for its introduction 
under the Tory government of the 
1980s, extend the opportunity to 
purchase their property at a 
discount to somewhere in the 
region of 1.3 million social 
housing tenants. 

Whilst on face value this is good 
news for those people, it should be 
remembered that a good percent¬ 
age simply won't be able to afford 
the mortgage even if the property 
value is discounted. 

For those tenants not in social 
housing, the challenge of getting 
on the property ladder remains. 
Simply much more needs to be 
done to build new homes. 

In response to this, the new Con¬ 
servative government has commit¬ 
ted that first-time buyers under 
the age of 40 will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to purchase one of 200,000 
starter homes at a discount of 20 
per cent. 

Whilst this is a step in the right 
direction, there is still plenty that 
needs to be done to address the 
skills gap that will facilitate the 
rate at which these properties can 
be built. 

Added to that, the bureaucracy

and the Queen’s Speech 


that is so inherent in the current 
planning system needs to be re¬ 
viewed and stripped back if 
the demand for new homes is 
to be met. 

Finally, the government with its 
Immigration Bill has brought a po¬ 
tentially ominous new responsibili¬ 
ty to landlords and letting agents. 
Moving forward, and the timing is 


yet to be confirmed, they'll have to 
carry out formal identity checks to 
ensure that all adult tenants have 
the right to be here in the UK - fail¬ 
ure to do so could lead to penalties 
of up to £3,000. 

Whilst these three developments 
provide a certain level of clarity for 
the property sector, their finer de¬ 
tail still needs to be worked 


through and published.

New data from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders (CML) on the 
characteristics of lending in 
Greater London in the first 
quarter of 2015 show a decline 
in house purchase lending but 
increased remortgage activity. 

• Quarterly highlights 

First-time buyers in Greater 

London borrowed £2.4bn repre¬ 
senting 10,100 loans. This was 
down compared to the fourth 
quarter 2014 by 16 per cent in 
value and down 16 per cent in 
number of loans. Compared to 
the first quarter of 2014, the total 
number of loans was down 14 per 
cent and the amount borrowed 
decreased by 11 percent. 

• Lending for house purchase 

Home-owner house purchase in 

Greater London decreased in the 
first quarter of 2015 to 17,300 
loans, which was down 17 per cent 
compared to the fourth quarter 
2014 and a year-on-year decline of 
16 per cent compared to the first 
quarter of 2014. These loans by 
value were £4.9bn, down 16 per 
cent compared to the fourth quar¬ 
ter last year and down 11 per cent 
on the first quarter of 2014. 

• Lending to first-time buyers 

First-time buyer affordability 

changed slightly in Greater 
London quarter-on-quarter 
with first-time buyers typically 
borrowing 3.86 times their gross 
income, more than the 3.84 
income multiple in the fourth 
quarter last year and more than 


the UK average of 3.37. 

The typical loan size for first¬ 
time buyers was £213,750, down 
from £216,000 in the previous 
quarter. The typical gross income 
of a first-time buyer household 
was £55,687 compared to £56,333 
in the fourth quarter 2014. 

• Lending to home movers 

Home mover affordability 

changed fractionally, with 
home movers typically borrowing 
3.70 times their gross income 
compared to 3.64 in the fourth 
quarter 2014 and 3.04 for the 
UK overall. 

The typical loan size for home 
movers was £293,250, up from 
£276,999 in the previous quarter. 
The typical gross household 
income of a home mover was 
£82,120 compared to £80,262 
in the previous quarter. 

Home movers' payment burden 
in London was on average 20.1 
per cent of gross income being 
spent to cover monthly capital 
and interest payments, less than 
the 20.5 per cent in the fourth 
quarter 2014 but higher than the 
18.8 per cent UK average. 

• Lending to home owners for 
remortgage 

Remortgage lending increased 
to 10,800 loans (£2.9bn), which 
was up 10 per cent by volume 
and up 13 per cent by value. 
Compared to the first quarter of 
2014, remortgage lending in 
London was up 2 per cent by 
volume and 8 per cent by value.

A new survey on the importance of good local schools to home 
movers shows four out of five parents say this is a priority when 
deciding where to move to.

And according to a new Rightmove survey, most 
parents will check out the quality of local schools before deciding 
on where to buy. Eighty-four per cent of London parents questioned 
told Rightmove they would consider moving to be near a good school, 
while over 30 percent without children said they also consider 
schools when deciding to move. 

The results were replicated nationally, so now Rightmove will 
feature new school information on each of its property listings, 
including catchment areas, as well as the latest Ofsted ratings in a 
clickable School Checker feature.

Are Attitudes to Home Ownership changing in Epsom? 


Speaking to an Ashtead Landlord 
the other day, we got talking about 
the state of the Epsom property 
market and whether we, as a 
Country, are turning more and more 
to the European style of property 
ownership, where it is the norm to 
rent as opposed to automatically 
buying once you have a good job etc. 
Even though a recent report by the 
Halifax stated homeownership remains a 
goal for 85% of twenty to forty five year 
olds, there is information emerging that 
attitudes in the UK towards renting your 
own home as opposed to owning it have 
softened, showing more and more, that 
renting is being seen as a life style choice. 
In fact it is recognised in learned circles 
that the cycle of renting is also repeated 
by the fact that people who grow up 
primarily in rented accommodation are 
themselves more likely to rent than buy. 

The biggest barrier often mentioned 
to buying a house is the claim that they 
are not buying property at the moment 
because of a lack of sufficient wages and 
by the high level of deposits required, but 
like we said a few weeks ago, in Epsom, 
if a couple, one on the average Epsom 
salary of £37,498 pa and the other on 
the Minimum wage, assuming they had 


a reasonable credit history, they would 
be showered with lenders offering them 
a 95% mortgage (a reasonable credit 
history means they haven’t defaulted 
on loans, paid all their bills on time nor 
got any County Court Judgements. Just 
because you missed just one credit card 
payment won’t mean you have messed up 
your credit score and your ability to get a 
mortgage) and they would only need to 
find £11,500 as a deposit to buy a decent 
apartment in any area of Epsom....it comes 
down to the perceived capability of the 
youngsters in Epsom to buy nowadays. 

Interestingly, when I looked at the Epsom 
figures, the average Epsom tenant has 
a middle aged profile (in the 35 to 49 
year old age range) than the English 
and Welsh average, as can be seen from 
the graph below. What interested me 
as well was the relatively large number 
of people renting over the age of 50! I 
know we have a large number of mature 
tenants at our agency, but I always 
thought that was the exception to the rule. 
Obviously not! (And that is good news for 
landlords as they make excellent tenants) 

So what does all this mean for Epsom 
landlords and future Epsom landlords? 
I honestly believe there is a difference 
between the hope and perceived 


capability of the younger generation to 
buy a home. Although homeownership 
is seen as advantageous by a majority, 
many tenants admitted in the Halifax 
report they are not taking the steps 
they need to purchase their own home. 

As the local authority aren’t building any 
properties in Epsom, people still need a 
roof over the head, and that is why, as I 
mentioned a few weeks ago in the Epsom 
Property Blog, the demand for rental 
properties will only continue to steadily 
rise in the coming decade. If you want to
